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Theft may rise with pump prices

While escalating fuel prices have shown 
their impact through various areas in the 
economy, in Didsbury there has been an 
unsettling trend at the pumps themselves. 

According to Aleta Hawkins, manager 
of Fas Gas in Didsbury, the business has 
seen nine drive-aways (pumping gas with¬ 
out paying) over a four day-span last 
week. When the business first opened, 
slit* savs one drive-away a month was 


above average. 

“It's hard to control, because you get 
busy and can’t he watching everyone out 
at the pump," she said. 

When asked about high fuel prices con¬ 
necting to an increased chance of theft, 
Didsbury RCMP Cst. Derek Lascelles 
said, “The possibility definitely exists. I 
cannot say that we have received an 
increased number of calls related to gas 
n' dash type incidents, but many go unre¬ 
ported if they are the ten and twenty dol¬ 
lar variety.” 


Lascelles says there are a few ways in 
which gas stations can apply the brakes 
to stolen gas incidents. 

“Cameras for one. Especially if they are 
well-placed, high-quality cameras that 
can take a clear picture of a license 
plate,” he said. 

“Also, although it is inconvenient for 
the customer, shutting pumps off and 
forcing the client to pay for their fuel 
prior to pumping would help, and could 
very well be the way of the future should 
prices continue to rise.” 


Hawkins says she will be speaking to 
her territory manager about the Didsbury 
location getting an extra set of cameras. 

Younggyu Gwak of Hi Ho Gas and 
Grocery in Didsbury says they have not 
noticed an increase in gas theft, but are 
concerned that if fuel prices continue to 
rise, that the possibility is there. 

Didsbury Esso owners have also con¬ 
firmed not yet seeing gas theft as a prob¬ 
lem for their business. 

At press time, the area gas price was 
1.32. 


Students urged 
to be tolerant of 
others

The Chinook’s Edge School Division says its programs 
promoting tolerance among students are working well, 
with students at all grade levels given regular instruction 
on character development. 

The Hate Crime In Canada study, released by Statistics 
Canada last week, has found that youths now account for 
more than one-third of all persons accused of hate crimes 
in Canada 

“We certainly do have programs that promote toler¬ 
ance.” said Chinook’s Edge deputy superintendent 
Heather Henderson-1 lilt. “We look at character education, 
we look at leadership and developing leadership with stu¬ 
dents. We have close relationships with other agencies 
and other partners in terms of justice. We try to be proac¬ 
tive. 

“If we feel there are issues that may be coming up. we 
try to put programs in place. I’m not aware of any s|wcif- 
ie issues that would relate to intolerance because of race, 
ethnicity or sexual orientation that has been brought to 
me at this time." 

Chinook's Edge operates 40 schools, including in Olds, 
Innisfail, Didsbury, Carstairs, Sundreand Cremona. 

Half of all hate-motivated crimes reported by police 
were property-related offences, while one-third were vio¬ 
lent offences such as assaults, according to the new study. 

Of the 502 reported incidents motivated by race or eth¬ 
nicity, half were targeted against Blacks, 1.1 percent at 
South Asians, and 12 per cent at Arabs or West Asians. 

()f 220 hate crimes reported to be motivated by religion, 
two-thirds were against the Jewish faith. 21 per cent 
against Muslims, and six percent against Catholics. 

Hate crimes against homosexuals were most likely to 
result in physical injury to the victim 

Police-reported data showed that young people aged 12 
to 17 were more likely than those in older age groups to 
be accused of hate crimes, w ith :18 per cent of all persons 
accused being youths. 

Male youths were two and a half times more likely than 
females to be the victims of violent, hate-motivated inci¬ 
dents. The rate for males was 1.8 per 100,000 population, 
compared w ith 0.7 for females. 

Calgary had the highest reported incidents of hate 
crimes anyw here in Canada.

With our rapid growth, Didsbury is getting busier everyday and Munieipal Enforcement is no exception. We are experiencing an increasing number of 
complaints as well as higher traffic volumes. To help us deal with these complaints and maintain a high level of service to the community we have 
contracted Alberta Animal Services to patrol the town and respond to all animal complaints as well as general bylaw complaints. Ryan Anderson from Alberta Ani¬ 
mal Service w ill be the officer assigned to Didsbury and w ill be patrolling the town 5 days per week. Ryan has an extensive enforcement background and a keen 
interest in animal control. I w ill share the general bylaw duties and concentrate on traffic enforcement around town. The Alberta Animal Services site in Red Deer 
w ill be housing all strays that are found in Didsbury. They use cutting edge software to reunite pet owners with there pets. The software is internet based and lost 
pets can be viewed and reported at this web address www.petlvnx.net . You also have the opportunity to pre-register your pet on the system then if it is ever lost you 
can report it lost online and you will receive email updates from every facility that uses this system when they receive an animal matching the description of yours. 
Of course, our licensing program is still the best way to be reunited with your pet quickly and Ryan will be spending a great deal of his time ensuring that the pet 
licensing bylaws are adhered to. If you do not have your pets licensed I would encourage you to do that as soon as possible. Spayed or Neutered pets can be licensed 
for $ 15.00 per year and unaltered pets are $30.00 per year. If you would like to get in touch with Ryan please do so by phoning the main office at 335-3391.

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AIDS devastation sparks 
African fundraising campaign

For most in Canada, a 
trip to the optometrist is a 
regular part of a yearly 
routine, and a new pair of 
glasses might only be pur¬ 
chased for aesthetic pur¬ 
poses. 

Access to medical care 
has the same intpression: 
it’s available for those in 
need, when they need it. 

However, in South 
Africa, an entire genera¬ 
tion of children and teens 
are growing up without 
parents, and without 
access to adequate med¬ 
ical care. 

The devastation of 
HIV/AIDS in the region has 
almost eliminated an 
entire generation of peo¬ 
ple. With them goes the 
country’s history and well¬ 
being, as well as the future 
prospects of the many 
children who are left aban¬ 
doned on the streets. 

Carstairs resident, Mary 
Allen Speers has seen first 
hand the conditions pres¬ 
ent in the ailing country. 

Speers, a registered 
nurse at the Rockey View 
Hospital in Calgary, 
recently attended a mis¬ 
sion with the Samaritan's 
Purse organization to 
South Africa and Angola 
where she worked with 
doctors and nurses in 
remote areas of the coun¬ 
tries to provide basic 
health and eye care to 
those in need. 

While there, she couldn’t 
help but notice the many 
children in need of a 
guardian and the many 
grandmothers who are in 
urgent need of support to 
raise their grandchildren. 

In response, she and 
three other women: Lynn 
Martens, and Gail 
Browning of Carstairs, 
both registered nurses at 
the Didsbury Hospital, and 
Jean Whittaker of 
Didsbury have become 
participants in the 
Grandmothers to 

Grandmothers program, 
which brings much needed 
support to grandmothers 
in troubled areas of Africa. 

“A lot of the people have 
zero health care, like in 
Angola 70 per cent of peo¬ 
ple won't have access to a 
physician," says Speers. 

“When we were in 
Angola, we met lots of 
families that had no males 
alive and grandmothers 
(were) looking after their 
children because their par¬ 
ents died from HIV/AIDS.” 

Fellow group member 
Jean Whittaker said the 
group of women is looking 
to increase the size of their 
group and hopefully hold a 
large fundraiser at least 
once a year and send all 
the funds to the grand¬ 
mothers campaign. 

"We’re hoping to circu¬ 
late all the libraries and 
the museums and the 
organizations so everyone 
knows what we're talking 
about," says Wittaker. 

During the '70s, Wittaker 
spent three years in 
Zambia, where she wit- 



mission to Malawi where 
they distributed glasses to 
residents, and worked in 
local hospitals. 

“When they went there, 
they had such a great time 
and they wanted to go 
again," said Speers. 

Drawing inspiration 
from her co-workers, 


Speers joined a mission to 
Mexico where she helped 
perform vision tests and 
medical care. 

The mission was also 
done Samaritan’s Purse, a 
non-denominational 
Christian international 
relief organization.

Speers said the group 
took more than 500 pairs 
collected from the 
Carstairs Lions Club, 
Carstiars United Church, 
and Moose Jaw Lions 
Club. 


Upon the team’s arrival, 
those in the mission were 
inundated with residents 
with eye diseases, blind¬ 
ing cataract, medical 
needs and the need for 
eyewear. 

Speers said the group 
worked feverishly, per¬ 
forming cataracts surgery 
in tents, eye tests in exist¬ 
ing medical facilities, and 
doling out glasses to the 
needy. 

After slipping a pair of 


glasses on one man, 
Speers said he jumped 
back in shock, telling 
them, “You girls are 
angels, and when you get 
to heaven the gates of 
heaven will be open, and I 
will meet you there.” 

Speers said it wasn’t 
uncommon to find chil¬ 
dren as young as two 
years old afflicted with 
sickness. 

She says that after 
breastfeeding, the mortal¬ 
ity rate for children 
between 15 months and 
five years is 50 per cent. 
As a result, many parents 
don’t name their kids so 
as to not waste a good 
name. 

Furthermore, some 
grandmothers are only 
capable of raising one or 
two grandchildren at a 
time, meaning some chil¬ 
dren are abandoned on 
the street. 

The majority of glasses 
handed out while on the 
mission were taken from 
the donation boxes found 
at most optometrist build¬ 
ings and Lions Clubs.

Money raised from the 
Carstairs United Church 
prior to the Africa excur¬ 
sion was used to pur¬ 
chase eye drops. Speers 
said they were invaluable, 
pointing to an instance 
where a doctor was mix¬ 
ing IV drugs in a sink in 
order to produce 
makeshift eye drops. 

Speers is planning a 
return trip to Angola in 
2010, and said a fellow 
doctor is taking training 
courses on cataract sur¬ 
gery and that a few of the 
nurses are hoping to learn 
Portuguese. 

The four women are 
now turning to residents 
of Mountain View County 
for support in order to 
give the next trip to 
Africa even more impact. 

“What we’re planning at 
the moment, is to have 
one big event in the year 
to raise money, and we're 
looking to raise thou¬ 
sands—we’re going to 
think big," said Whittaker. 

She notes that everyone 
is welcome to support the 
Grandmothers to 

Grandmothers program.
